Springfield, Tl, Dee. 26.—Checks to 
taling some $800,000 in payment of a 
“claim on the family honor” were 
mailed tonight from Springfield by the 
heirs of Jacob Bunn, pioneer Illinois 
banker and merchant. 

They go to heirs of the depositors 
in the J. Bunn bank, which in 1878 
closed “its doors, and represent the 
losses, together with interest, which 
these depositors suffered when the un- 
fortunate bank closed. ’ 

It was the hope of Jacob Bunn, dur- 
ing his lifetime, to pay that loss. The 
bank which failed for $800,000 had as- 
sets on which it was possible to real- 
ize only $572,000, or 71% per cent of 
his deposits. At the time of thé bank’s 
liquidation the unpaid balance due the 
fourteen hundred depositors was $228,-

THE WORLD COURT’S LAW. 

Antonio Sanchez de Busiamente has written a 
fat book about the world court of.which he.is one 
of the judges. The work has been tranSiatet from 
the Spanish, printed in expensive form and -dis- 
tributed widely at somebody's expense in the inter- 
est of “the .ause.” The book has the character 
of a textbook of law. Each paragraph is numbered 
to make reference to ft easier. It contains chapters 
on the history of internationa) conciliation leading 
up, as to a grand climax, to the creation of the 
league court. It contains a brief of every case 
which the court had gonsidered at the time of 
writing with an anatysip of the genera! lega) prin- 
ciples involved. It is the volume which the lawyers 
will quote when arguing before the court.

They did not arise from 
litigation, but from requests from the council of 
the league for advice.

Judge Fulton, along with Circuit 
Jadge John K. Newhall, called into 
the case by the court in an advisory 
tapacity, have now under advisement 
@ motion to dissolve the injunction 
made over a week ago by attorneys 
representing Dr. Bundesen and the re 
tailers. 

Should a ruling on the motion to dis- 
solve not be announced by the end of 
the week, the association proposes to 
mame a committee which will seek, 
through its council, a rehearing. 

Another object of Wednesday’s con- 
ference wil] be the devising of plans 
whoreby farmers who suffer losses 
because of the slaughter of tubercular 
cattle may obtain redress from the 
state and national] treasuries. 

Gov. Small has declared that ex- 
hbaustion of such state funds prohibits 
guarantee from losses, and, because of 
this announsement, federal authorities 
Geclare further activities or their part 
have necessarily coms to a halt.

The total traffic of the St. Lawrence 
canals for the period up to Nov. 30, 
according to figures made public today, | 
amounted to 6,120,135 tons of goods.

“When it is borne in mind that the 
St. Lawrence canals allow only 14 feet 
draft, the passage of 12,283 vessels 
through the St. Lawrence locks indi-

PERRY’S CONFESSION 
IN FIVE COPIES AND 
ALL COPIES MISSING 


Judge Michael L. MeKinley yester- 
day ordered a search made for the 
missing confession by Ira D. Perry Jr., 
son of an automobile lock manufac- 
turer, to the murder of William Schal- 
ler, North avenue jeweler, in 1921.

“There can be no question that 
Perry in open court frankly and freely 
confessed the Schaller mur@er,” the 
judge said. There is no question that 
a signed confession was tendered to 
me, and that Perry identified it as his. 
It appears strange that of five copies 
signed by him none has been found, 
and I am curious to learn what hap- 
pened to them.”’

Comment: Remember about the 
whipped cream addition that can be 
made, no matter how little or how 
much flour you may use in trying 
out this. If you get a thick drop 
cookie you may break it up and serve 
whipped cream over it for a dessert. 
If you want to try making a thin bat-

Chopped Fruit and Nut Loaf. 

A thin slice of a nut loaf, with plain 
bread and butter, can be used in place 
of the cookie or; rolled in sugar, it can 
serve as candy. If it is desirable to 
have something of the sort as a sand- 
wich filling it can be made softer and 
wetter by adding to it a little jelly or 
syrup [perhaps maple syrup] and so 
forth. Cooking is a more pleasant and 
easy thing if we see how we may vary 
the uses of the little combinations we 
make as well as vary the ingredients 
slightly. 

This is an excellent standby, as at- 
tractive good as stuffed fruits like 
dates and prunes for a travel or lunch 
box, and perfectly good eating at home: 
Scald or wash thoroughly one-fourth 
pound of dates and remove the stones, 
inspecting the lining around them as 
you push them out with your fingers. 
Scald and drain one-fourth pound of 
figs, then cut off stems and any dis- 
colored parts. Pick over and scald 
one-fourth pound of seedless raisins 
or, better, use the large and finer 
flavored raisins, after seeding them. 
Put the three In a chopping bowl, 
sprinkle over them a tablespoon of 
granulated sugar, and chop. The food 
chopper can be used but hand chopping 
is to be preferred. 

When the fruit is chopped, add to it 
a smal] quantity of any preferred nut, 
each small kernel cut in three or four 
pieces, and large kernels in more. 
Knead the whole, adding enough sugar 
to bind, or if you have some fondant 
on hand use that, slightly softened by 
warming it in the double boiler. If 
sugar is used, about four tablespoons 
is enough for this quantity of fruit. 
Press the whole into g mold. preferably 
a scuare one of the size of a small loaf. 
Let stand at least several hours. then 
turn out and cut to suit, either in thin 
slices or in- thicker ones which may 
be cut in blocks and rolled in a little 
sugar. These may be wrapped like 
caramels. 

Grilled Peanuts. 

You will find in the candy stores now 
the old fashioned sugar coated peanuts 
or you may buy raw blanched peanuts 
and make your own sugared peanuts, 
which it is all right to call grilled. 
They are less expensive than salted or 
grilled almonds and really highly 
agreeable as something to nibble on 
with sandwiches or to use as salted 
almonds are used. These are really 
peanuts toasted in a sugar sirup, and

The caramel powders which are 
used on icings and whipped creams 
are just as good made of peanuth— 
raw or roasted—as are those: made of 
more expensive: nuts, and are as dry 
When roasted peanuts are us the 
caramelized sugar may be poured over 
them to make a kind of peanut brittle, 
but when the raw and blanched nuts 
are used it is best to put the peanuts 
into the sirup to cook them. Perhaps 
half a cup te a cup of melted sugar is 
all the inexperienced can manage. 

Melt the cup of sugar in a thick 
bottomed frying pan over’*a medium 
fire, stirrin,s it all the time until it is 
melted, using a wooden spoon and 
keeping the melted part stirred away 
and the unmelted part stirred on the 
hottest part of the pan. Do not let it 
turn dark. Put in the peanuts and 


manage gently. They require cooking | 


for five minutes or so, then turn them 
out in a buttered pan in a layer. 
When celd put through a food chopper 
to make the sweet powder. If it is 
desirable to make a sort of nut loaf. 
roasted and chopped peanuts mpy be 
put into the melted sugar and the 
whole mass spread thick so that it can 
be cut into bars—nut bars. 
Real Peanut Brittle.

Cook one cup and a half of sugar and 
half a cup of corn sirup and two

eyes, The shadows hovering over her 
face would make her appear years 
older. 

By the same rules of offsetting lights 
and shadows with a keen understand- 
ing of how to apply makeup artistic- 
ally, a face may be iengthened or 
broadened, the eyes enlarged, the 
mouth bowed and the prominent nose 
reduced. In fact, a plain girl may sud- 
denly be proclaimed a beauty when 
the magic play of light on paint has 
brought out a previously unnoticdi 
charm of contour, has obliterated hol- 
lows and created an expression alto- 
gether alluring. Persons connected 
with the theater can recount many in- 
stances of the sort. As tribute to 
skilled makeup one hears: “She’s so 
pretty on the stage. I never would 
have known her.” 

Nonprofessionals are becoming more 
and more adept in the feminine art. 
They see a p sister converted into 
a-vision of loveliness by her skill in 
handling the cosmetic tools and to- 
tions. They study her and try to imi- 
tate. Nonprofessionals, we are told, 
too, take courses in makeup from in- 
structors at dramatic schools, and 
others. 


Tricks of thre Trade. 


Of course, not all-the principles of 
stage makeup would serve the non-

But there are tricks 
employed by the professional that may

If it is too long, the same spot is 
faintly dabbed with rouge. If the upper 
lip is too long, it may be shortened hy 
shading down-the middle with rouge. 
If the face is too broad or too thin, th 
oval may also be acquired by clever 
manipulation of rouge.

around the eyes is well greased, but 
white vaseline here is preferred to 
cold cream, since the latter stings if 
it gets into thé eyes. Remove this 
cream until the shine is rubbed off. 

For an oval face the rouge should 
be put on in a crescent, Miss Chalm- 
ers advises, the center of which should 
be on the cheek bone at the outer cor- 
ner of the eye. Put the rouge on in 
dots, making the one in the midéle of 
the crescent the largest. Blend the 
rouge with the fingers. Always keep 
the color deepest at the crescent’s cen- 
ter, patting and rubbing about its 
edges with all the fingers until no one 
can tell where red paint fades into the 
foundation. The color will extend 
down into the cheek, over on the tem- 
ple, and well up toward the eye. While 
the pink is still on the fingers, run 
some under the eyebrows, being care- 
ful to keep the eyelids free of any 
trace, for that would give a teary or 
aged look. This tinting enhances the 
brilliancy of the eye. 

If the face is broad, either fat or 
with large cheek and jawbone, it can 
be narrowed by laying the most bril- 
liant path of rouge near the nose, 
From this blend back so a faint flush 
of pink covers the cheek bones. If the 
jawbones are' prominent they can be 
treated in a similar way. The eye 
is attracted to the brilliant:color near 
the nose, consequentlv the _ softly 
pinked cheéks and jawbones are not so 
conspicuous. 

If the face is thin, narrow and long, 
it can be made to appear less so by 
keeping the most brilliant rouge well 
back on the cheek and blending for- 
ward. Be sure it is carried quite to 
the nose, Miss Chalmers urges, for a 
vertical piece of foundation flesh left 
exposed on each side’ would appear 
anything but natural. 


Cupid Lips Are Favored. 


“Feminine lips,’’ says our autigprity, 
* should as closely as possible resemble 
a Cupid's bow. To produce this effect 
wet rouge is applied. with the fingers, 
an orange stick, a paper stump, or 
brush. Slightly part the lips and de- 
cide exactly where the center of the 
upper one is located. Start painting, 
curving upward.and outward until the 
apex of the bow is reached, then round- 
ing a little and descending in a line 
running toward the corner of the 
mouth. Be careful to have the two 
curves exactly even, otherwise the 
mouth will seem bigger on one side. 
Care should be exercised to keep the 
two curves on the upper lip well sep- 
arated, or the mouth will assume a 
pouty or pursed-up look.’’ 

The lips should not be heavily paint- 


ed, nor have a hard line about the 
edges. The red must not be too dark 
a shade. If the lower lip is too full, 
only rouge it lightly. Stop the paint 
above the extreme edge of the lip and 
tone down at corners so it blends into 
the natural color. This will reduce 
the size of a large mouth. 

If the nose tilts, making the inside 
of the nostrils look black from the 
front, apply a little wet rouge inside 
with a paper stump, being careful not 
to get it on the nostril or upper lip. 
A light shade of lip rouge is most 
effective. 

Coloring Eyelids. 

About coloring for the eyelids, Miss 
Chalmers’ experiments have proven 
these best: 

Blue eyes, brown hatfr, fair skin; use 
medium blue paint. 

Light blue eyes, blond hair, fair 
skin; use light blue or a combination | 
of light blue and green. 

Green eyes, blond hair; use medium 
green paint. 

Brown eyes, blond hair; use medium 
brown paint. It must not be a red- 
dish brown. 

Red hair, blue eyes; use ‘medium or 
cerulean blue. 

Red hair, green eyes; use green, or 
green and blue mixed. 

Red hair, brown eyes; use green with 


a shading of brown on the edge of the |! 


lid. 
Black hair, large velvety black eyes; 
use purple, as it gives a pansy look. 

Black hair, dark blue eyes, fair skin; 
use medium blue. 

Black or dark brown hair, brown 
eyes; as a general rule brown, though 
purple is sometimes effective. 

Black or dark brown hair, blue or 
gray eyes; use medium blue. 

People with hazel cyes invariably 
present a more natural look if the 
eyelids are painted green. 

Where Shadings Meet. 

Miss Chalmers urges against bring- 
ing this color on the lids“up. too high. 
The rouge beneath the brow and the 
shading of the eyelid should join at 
the lid fold, or a litt!e way above it. 

Shading beneath the eye is better 
left off. If the least bit overdone it 
is too obvious. You can use enough 
above the lashes to take care of the 
eye. 

To put mascaro on the lashes, she 
advises using a thick wire hairpin 
bent straight. And unless the hairs 
are blond, you do not need to carry 
the coloring to the root. 

A small dot of rouge at the inner 


corner of the eye defines the eye. But 
if the eyes are close to the nose it is 
advisable to omit this touch.
